Venice, Nov. 23. 

ET TERS from 4Sologna advife, that 

General Marfigli had difmifs’d ail the 

Country Militia, causd the re- 

gular Troops to ma:ch towards Pefa- 

ro, deligning to make thata Place of 

Arms inftead of Bologna: That General Thaun ba- 
ving let the Cuizens of Bologna know bis lait Refo- 
lutions, touching rheir laying afide all military Pre- 
parations and aiiowing Quarters to the Imperialifts, 
the Senate deliberaied thereon, and agreed to ful- 
pend the raifing of Loops forthe Pope: That the 
aith inthe Morning the Senators Carrara and Spa- 
da, deputed by the Senate, went our to receive the 
Imperial Troops and to conduc them into Bologsa, 
through which they pafs'd that Day, in Number 9 
Regiments of Horfe, 2 of Grenadiers, and 5000 
Foot 3 and that fome Troops being Quarter’d in chat 
City, the reft continued theic March the 14th to- 
wards Imola and Faenza; whence the Pope’s 
Troops are faid to bave retir’d, and to have taken 
their Way cowards Rome. ’Tis reported, that the 
City of Bologna, to exempc themfelves from all 
Damage, bave given 20000 Piftoles to the Imperia- 


lifts: Who keep the City of Berrara block’d up, 


and have cut off ail Commuaication, In the 
Capitulation made for the City of Bologna wich 
Count Thaun, "twas exprefly ftipnlated, that every 
thing there fhould remain in the fame Condition 
with refpec& to their Obedience to the Pope. Ge- 
neral Martini remains there, in order to fee that fap- 
plies of all things be furnith’d to the zooo Germans 
imploy’d in blocking up Fort Urbino. ‘Tis ru- 
mour’d that fome other Troops of Imperialifts have 
. taken Poffeffion of Ravenna; and that thofe which 
advanc’d ro Faenza, are gone cn further. 

Milan, Nov. 24. The Prohibition co carry Mo- 
ney out of this Siate to Rome continuing in Force ; 
a Perfon in religious Orders was fiez'd here fome 
Days ago for attempting to carry Money our, con- 
trary to that Prohibition: He had in his Poffetfion 
2400 Piftols; of which 1400 will be employ’d to- 
wards the Charge of enlarging the Ditches of our 
Caftle, and the reft will go for the Fine and co the 
Difcoverer. There are confirm’d Advices from Barce- 
lona, that the Royal Confort ef King Charles JIL is 
with Child. 

Letters from Faeriza of the 21ft of November, 
tell us the Imperi2l Troops got thither without any 
Oppofition, the Pope's Forces retiring carefully on 
their Approach. That Detachments were fent to 
block up Ferrara clofer, #s alfo Port Urbino, and 
to take Poficifion of Ravenna; and that ‘twas re- 
_ ported the firft of thofe Places had fubmitted to the 
fame Cunditions as Bologna : And that’the Count de 
Thaun was to ftop at Faenza, till the Ifue of the 
Negociations begun at Rome with the Marquis de 
Prie fhould be known, 


Berlin, Nov. 27, Two Regiments of Horle are 
_atriv'’d in the Neighbourhood of this Place, being 
fent for hither (one of them from the Rhine) ro 
increale the Splendour of the Entertainments de- 
fign’d for celebrating the King’s Nuptials, for which 
extraordinary Preparations are making with all Dili- 
gence. Some Perfons of Quality who would diftin- 
guith tbemfelves by their magnificent Appearance 
on this Occafion, hav@cavs’d Habitsto be made ail 
of Cloth of Gold. Al'l cur Provinces are tax’d to- 
wards defraying the Expcnce of thefe pompous 
Nuptials. The Marck of Brandenburg is tax’d ar 
170000 Crowns, the Dutchy of Magdebourg at 
72006 Crowns, the Principality pf Halberftad at 


50000 Crowns, aud the other Provinces in Propor- 
tion ; and Conferences are daily bela with the States 
of the Country, who are conven’d here, tor fetling 
the neceffury Funds. The Office of great Steward 


- of the Queen’s Heulehold is given to ine Count de 


Swerin, on his having oblig’d nimfelf to make over 
to bis Majefty the Lordihip of Landsberg for the 
Sum of 300000 Crowns ; and thet Lordthip is to be 
feried on the Qacen as her Joynture. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated December 7. 

Paris, Dec. 3. Letters from Madrid of the 20th 
of November relate that the Chevalier d’ Hasfele 
had taken the Townof Denia by Storm ; but thar 
moftof the Garrifon retir’d into the Caftls; which 
is very ftrong, and difficult to approach. 


From the Camp at Beirlinghem, (or Barlegem) 
Dec. 6. We have Advice from the Befiegers of 
the Citadel of Lifle, that all their Batteries will be 
ready to fire as to Morrow on the Body of the Ci- 
tadel; and that Prince Eugene will thea fummon 
the Marihal de Soufflers, and lec him know that if 
he does not immediately Capuulate, he muft af- 
terwards expect no other Terms than for himfelf 
and Garrifon to be Prifoners of War. The 3d 
ftant a very large Convoy of Stores of War fet out 
feom Acth, guarded by Lieutenant General Dom 
pre with 40 Squadrons, and that Night reach’d Lef- 
fines, where tae Duke of Marlborouwh, (on Intelii- 
gence that M.de Hautefort is in the Neighbour- 
hood of Mons wich a Body of the Enemy’s Troops,) 
order'd M. Dompre to halt with 30 Squadrons, and 
to fend the Convoy forwards with the other ten to 
Audenarde ; at which Place they pafs’'d, the Schelde 
onthe 4th; and being joyn’d by a farther Quanti- 
ty of Ammunition and Grenadoes out of the Sores 
of that Place, they proceeded on the Meni, 
under a Guard of 9 Battallions of M. Dedem’s De- 
tachment ; which are to continue there with the 
Forces commanded by Lieutenant Gereral Hom- 
pefch till further Order; and the 10 Squadrons of 
Licurenant-General Dompre’s Detachment, remain 
encamp'd at Audenarde. Guards are pofted on the 
Road between our Camp and Aloft. and between 
that Place and Bruffels, for the Security of fach Con- 
voys of Provifions and other Neceffaties as thal} conie 
to our Army.

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A Letter written from Mohilow the of O&o- 
ber 1708, concerning the Basiles between the 
Mufcovite Army commanded by his Czarith Ma- 
jefty in Perfon ; and 10000 Swedes commanded 
wy General Count Lewenhaupr, foughe betweea 
the 7th and sith of October 1708, ia the Terri- 
tory ef Oilza and Azeczjca. 

G Lewenhaupt having pafs'd the Boryfthe- 

nes, and con:inued his March abour 3 Leagues 
beyond Mohilow, his Czarith Majeity detigning co 
hinder him from joyning the Kiog his Sdaiter, went 
with Prince Meazikot and Gemeral Gol:z, com- 
manding in chief, towards his Frontiers by the Way 
of Horski, and fent General Baur another Way to 
intercept him. The Mufcovice Army was near 

100000 Men ftrong. 

The fi:ft Action was at Bielika and Dolmech the 
qih of October, in which, 1500 Mufcovi:es were 
kil’d and very few of the Swedes. The latcer 
would in all appearance have gain’d a compleat 
ViGory, had ic not been for the Prefence of the 
€zar, whofe only Care was to hinder his SolJiers 
from tunning away. To that eod he order'd the 
Coffaks and Ceitnucks, who weie pofted for tke 
purpofe behind his Army, to fire pon ail thofe who 
fhould offerto run away, withour {paving even bis 
ewn Perfon fhozid his Courage chance to fa:l him. 
In this manner above 50 Maufcovites were kiii’d, and 
by this mears he ftop’d bis Army which was already 
diforder’d. General Lewenhaupr feeing the Mat- 
covites who were repuls'd and broken begin to rally, 
thought to continue his march ro th: King 
purfuant bis Orders. Buc being by his 
Guide, he was ied into a Country of Marthes 
and Timber fell’d to barricade the Ways, fo cthathe 
could neither advance nor extend his Troops. There 
the Mulcovites {urrounded them on all tides. They 
had Ground proper for placing theic Aruliery, wich 
which they could do Execution on the Swedes wich- 
ont expofing themfeives. Both Sides fought how- 
ever with very great Vigour ; 2nd 
the Swedes, befides the great inequality of th: Nam- 
ber and the Difadvantage of the Ground, had the 
Wind and the Snow in their Faces, they defended 
themfelves like Lyons till Night. Theathe Mufco- 
vites withdrew almoft a League from the Place of 
Battle, and Count Lwenhaupr confidering the great 
fuperiority of the Enemy, made ule of the Oppar- 
tunity to joynthe King wich his Cavalry, having 
order’d the Infantry to difperfe themfelves and meet 
at Rendezvous appointed. He abandon’d his Wag- 
gons; but fav’d his Cannon, except 5 or 6 Pieces 
which were taken. Above 3000 Swedesare come 
hither, and we fee orhers pafs by daily. Gensral 
Stackelberg who was {aid to be ki'l’d, is not fo, nor 
Prifoner. On the Part of the Malcovites General 
Banc is wounded in the Mouth, and the Prince of 
Darmfiad in ihe Arm. ‘Tis reckon’d thar abou? 
32000 Mufcovites perifh’d in this Action. Prince 
Menzikof being commanded to purfue General Le- 
wenbanpr, caus'd General Werden ro advance for 
that purpofe. But infeed of beating, he was beaten 
himfelf; the Swedes having been joyn'’d on the 
Way by a Derachmert from their grand Army. 
The two Regiments of Przcobafnski and Siemenof- 
ski, making togetser Mea, were intircly 
ruin’d. They were che Flower of the Czar’s Troops, 
Thar Prince fet our the 13:h from his Army for Mof- 
cow. 

This Moment we have Advice, chat "tis 
Coun: Rheesfchilt who hes joyn'd Count Lewen- 
haupt with 8000 Dragoons, and thar they have not 
only foundly bearen the Mufcovites, bur have 
ken from them what they had took from the latrer.
